In 1854,
forty-gne years ago, he performed the
marriage ceremony ol Joseph G, Wilson
and Elizabeth Millar. Mr. Wileon died
in 1873, while a representative in con-
gress from Oregon, while the bride of
forty years ago is still a recident of The
Dalles. Dr. Irvine eucceeded Rev.
James P. Millar, the father of Mrs.
Wilson, as the pastor of the Albany
charch. Rev. Mr. Millar was killed by
the explosion of the steamer Gazelle st
Oregon City in 1854.
